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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 7-9 in the reply filed on 
12/08/2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification does not support for the same area which have remaining 
capacity equal to to zero and is extended as being recited claims 7 -9. 

4. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 7, it is not clear which area the moving picture or still picture is recorded . 
Further it is not cleat which area is extended and whether the recited area in the claim 
is the same area. Further clarifying in the claim is required. 

In claim 8, it Is not clear which area of the divided areas is extended. 

In claim 9, it is not clear to what "thereto " being referencing and which area is 
undergo a padding process 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nishimura 
(JP 2001-043632 cited in IDS filed 8/24/2006). 

Regarding claim 7, Nishimura discloses an image pick-up apparatus (Figs. 1-9) 
comprising recording means for recording, onto an optical recording medium, a moving 
picture video signal and a still picture video signal which are obtained by image pick-up 
means, 

the recording means comprising area management means for performing management 
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of remaining capacities of at least two respective divided recording areas on the optical 
recording medium, whereby in the case where it is detected that remaining capacity of 
one recording area has become equal to zero, the area management means serves to 
assign the area having a remaining capacity to the area where the remaining capacity 
has become equal to zero to thereby extend the one area to allow occupation ratio of 
the respective areas to be variable, 

thus to perform management of remaining capacities of the respective recording areas 
by the area management means to record, by the recording means, the moving picture 
video signal and the still picture video signal which are obtained by the image pick-up 
means into different recording areas on the optical recording medium. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishimura in view of .Hori (5,991 ,504). 

Nishimura fails to specifically teaches using boundary pointer for the areas . 
Hori teaches a boundary of the areas (Fig. 4, column 6, lines 55-60)). It would been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Nishimura with Hori by using the 
boundary between the areas thereby preventing the errors in recording the data in 
the areas. 

9. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishimura in view of the Official Notice. 

Nishimura fails to specifically teaches padding areas . However it is noted that 
padding areas for preventing errors and for synchronizing the areas when reading 
out the data is s well known the art therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the Nishimura with the Official notice by padding the 
areas on the medium of Nishimura thereby preventing the errors when reading out 
the data.
